to give bucket-shops quotations as it was 
before they were driven off the floore The 
change has entailed great inconvenience | 
and expense on the trading firms, while it 
has not prevented the bucket-shops from 
receiving quotations. By this new policy 
the business of the board has been concen- 
trated into the hands of the few firms having 
leased wires, and the little feilows who can’t 
afford such things have nothing tu do. As 
for our company, we have — spent 
thousands of dollars in our endeavor 
to conform to the rules of > the 
board without any apparent recognition on 
ite part or increase in returns. I have just 
completed athorough examination of all our 
wires under the Board of Trade Building and 
could hold up bot, hands and swear that none 
of them were tapped. We now furnish quota- 
tions to nobody except im the message form 
from our patrons and at full rates. We were 
discharged from the floor for - furnishing 
Murphy & Co. with one wire two years ago, 
while at the same tinie the Western Union 
company, which gave them twelve wires, was 
not expelled.. Those twelve wires are still 
there and Murphy & Co. are doing a big buck- 
et-shop business under the very shadow of the 
Board of Trade.” 

Francis J. Kennett of Kennett, Hopkins & 
Co., who lease several] private wires, said: 

“T can only say I am opposed to putting 
back the instruments. Though driving in- 
struments from the floor has not entirely 
abolished the bucket-shops, it has greatly mit- 
| igated the evil. There are little fellows who 
complain of the advantage given us 
by our private wires. It is. just the 
same as the complaint made by small | 
dry goods firms that Marshall Field 
can buy cheaper and get lower freight rates 
than they. Of course he can, and it is right he 
should. Should we not get some return for 
our enterprise and expenditure in leasing 
these wires? There is no monopoly in this 
private wire business, Anybody with enough 
enterprise and money can lease a private wire 
of his own.” 

Mr. Kennett attributed the present pros- 
perity of the Board of Trade almost entirely 
to the active campaign of President Baker 
against bucket shops. He closed the inter- 
view with a giowing tribute to President 


Baker. 
Another View of It. 

J. A. Sibley of Murry Nelson & Co. said that 
the abohtion of tickers from the floor had 
given almost an entire monopoly of business 
to the three or four large firms leasing pri- 
vate wires. He saia: ‘These firms tell us 
that we can lease Wires, too, if we want them, 
but follow that statement to its log- 
ical conclusion and you would have 
more. wires than the building would 
hold, and none of them would 
nearly pay for themselves. It is only by hav- 
ing a monopoly of the business that these few 
firms can afford to lease wires.’”’ Mr. Sibley 
said that his firm had signed a petition for the 
reinstatement of the instruments on the floor, 
which petition,.he said, was headed by Messrs. 
Milmine, Bodman & Co. 

8.8. Date, a partner in the firm of Lamson 
Bros., said: “‘If I were a small trader with- 


back on the floor. Private wires are expen 
sive and cost from $20 to $25.a year for each 
mile.  Qur expenses for -wires average 
$9,000 a month. All the firms having private 
wires are opposed to reinstating the telegraph 
companies with the exception of Milmine, 
Bodman & Co., who for some reason headed a 
petition asking for reinstatement.”’ 

Mr. Elliott H. Phelps, manager of Milmine, 
Bodman & Co., at first positively denied that 
his firm had ever signed a petition for the 
reinstatement of instruments on ‘the floor, 
but after being told of the positive statements 
to the contrary by other signers, be became 
angry and said that 1t was none of the public’s 
business whetlier they had signed or not. 

Thomas J. Ryan, who has no private wire, 
‘was strongly in favor of replacing the instru- 
ments on the floor, and said: “ The telegraph 
companies have charged us an additional tax 
of 10 cents on ten words ever since they were 
expelled from the floor. Add to this the great 
expense for our Own messengers and the fact 
that the private wire firms have a monopoly 
of business, is there any wonder that 
we want the imstruments on the floor 
again? Either the. tickers will haveto go 
back on the floor ora majority of the firms 
will haveto go outof business. When we 
voted to take the tickers off the floor we were 
desperate and ready to do anything to kill the 
bucket-shops ; ; but now that the bucket-shops 
are running the same as ever we are anxious 
to have the instruments back again. 
The present prosperity of the board 
is not due to the removal of the telegraph 
from the floor, but rather to a general bull 
movement in prices, which always brings big 
business. Many of us think that if the instru- 
ments had not been removed business would 
have been fully 50 per cent bigger than it is 
now.” 

Col, Clowry’'s Statement. 

Messrs. Lloyd and Anderson of the Western 
Union company and Parker of the Postal 
company were seen onthe floor late in the 
afternoon examining their old quarters. 

Col. Robert C. Clowry, Vice-President and 
General Superintendent of the Western Union 
Telegraph company, said that negotiations 
were now pending between President Baker, 
J. G. Steever, a committee of the Board of 
Trade, and himself, which looked to the re- 
instatement of the telegraph compa- 
nies on the fluor, “A majority 
the traders seem to want us back again,”’ 
the Colonel, “and, while we are not seeking 
it, we are willing to go back if they give us 
suitable quarters.” 

He stated that his company bad not raised 
prices on being dismissed from the floor, but 
bad simply declined to give the reduced floor 
rates that obtained before. When asked 
bow soon the change would be made 
Col. Clowry thought it would be im 
the near future, if at all, and 
certainly before January. He complained of 
the difficulty of maintaining satisfactory ar- 
rangements with the Board of Trade be- 
cause of the changein officers and policy 
of that body with each annual election. He 
thought there was no “possible  bene- 
fit to bucket shops to be de- 
rived from the reinstatement of the 


telegraph instruments on the floor for the 
reason that the Board had abolished the cus- 
tom of selling its quotat-ons, and shat the close 
surveillance on his operators would be con- 
tinued, thus preventing any leakage in that 
direction. He emphatically denied that his 
comwpaty had furnished or was furnishing

IOWA'S CAMPAIGN OPENED. 


Senator Allison’s Masterly Review of Re- 
publican Work and Democratic Lies. 
Curroxzs, Ia., Sept. 8.—Senator W. B. Al- 
| lison opened the Republican campaign in this 
| city this afternoon in a three hours’ speech. 
The tariff, silver Goinage, the prohibitory law, 
and Gov. Boies’ New York and Cherokeé corn 
speeches were the subjects treated of by the 
Senator. The McKinley biil, he said, though 
not perfect in all respects, was the best. tariff 
law ever enacted by Congress and was proving 
to be a must beneficial law for the people. 
The reciprocity clause had already opened the 
‘markets of three countries to us, and had ef- 
fected an entrance into France and Germany 
for American pork. For this feature of the 
bill we were entitled to thank that wise states- 
man dames G. Blaine. The mention of 
Blaine’s name received loud and long-contin- 
ued applause. 

The Senator claimed that the Republican 
silver coinage law provided for the use of all 
the silver mined in thie country. while protect- 
ing us from the three thousand of 


der absolute free coinage. 

Considerable time was devoted to Gov. 
Boies’ New York corn speech as reaffirmed in 
his Cherokee speech, and the figures of Labor 
Commissioner Sovereign, upon which the 
Governor’s statements were based, were an- 
alyzed. From the same statistics the Senator 
figured out a small profit to the farmer in 
raising this cereal. By leaving out 
items which the speaker thought to 
be extravagant and unreasonable a substantial 
profit resulted. 

The prohibitory law was enacted as a result 
of a non-partisan election at which the ptople 
said by 30,000 majority that they desired to 
try the experiment of prohibition. The law 
should remain and be respected and 
enforced until the people by a  sim- 
ilar election demanded its repeal. The 
statement made by Gov. Boies in his Chero- 
kee speech that the attempt to enforce the 
prohibitory law had caused more pauperism 
and brought misery to more homes than 
would the unrestricted sale of aicoholic bever- 
ages in the same length of time was severely 
criticised, and the speaker thought with a 
Governor giving utterance to such words 
there could be little hope of respect for any 
law opposed by any considerable number of 
the people. The Senator closed with an ap- 
peal for earnest and united Republican action, 
which would result in giving them the victory 
in the next election. 

Iowa Curry, Ia., Sept. 8.— [{Special.|—Never 
was Republican harmony in Iowa better ilius- 
trated than here today when the old war Gov- 
ernor, Samuel J. Kirkwood, occupied a seat 
on the platform at the meetings addfessed by 
Col. David B. Henderson and ex-Gov. Gear. 
On the platform were Republicans of the 
strongest prohibition views who diametrically 
disagree with Gov. Kirkwood on the temper- 
ance question. Both the prohibition and li- 
cense elements in the party are work- 
mg harraoniously. The occasion was 
the opening rally by the Johnson Coanty 
Republicans, and despite the muddy roads the 
attendance both at the afternoon and evening 
meeting was good. Congressman Henderson 
made a fine analysis of the “billion doliar 
Congress,”’ exploding the Democratic story of 
extravagance. Ex-Gov. Gear devoted his re- 
marks to the McKinley bill. 

Dusvaqug, Ia., Sept. 8.—[Special. }—Hiram 
C. Wheeler, Republican candidate for Gov- 
ernor of lowa, paid this city a visit today.

NINE PEOPLE MYSTERIOUSLY POISONED. 


They Are Suddenly Taken Kill After Dinner 
and Are All Likely to Die. 

Berizvinis, Kas., Sept. 8.—Nine people of 
this place are at the point of death as the re- 
sult of having partaken of poison in the food 
served at dinner at the house of George Gregg. 
Mr. Gregg returned from Iowa last Saturday, 
where he had gone to bring home his wife and 
children,*who had been visiting there. A 
young lady, a relative, whose name has not 
yet been learned, accompanied Mrs. Gregg. 
Sunday Ira Johnson, a neighbor, called on the 
way home from church and accepted an invi- 
tation to dinner. Eight persons sat down to 
the table—Mr. and Mrs. Gregg, their four 
children, the visiting relative, and Ira John- 
son. Soon after dinner they all became vio- 
lently ill, exhibiting all the symptoms of poi- 
soning. Shortly afterward the servant, who 
had in the meantime eaten dinner, also be- 
came ill, showing the sane symptoms, Since 
then all have grown steadily worse, and the 
recovery of none of the victims is expected.

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CHAPLEAU MAY BE FORCED ‘TO QUIT. 


The Canadian Secretary of State Attacked 
in the House of Commons, 

Orrawa, Ont., Sept. 8.—[Special. ]|}—During 
the last few weeks scandals have been gather- 
ing around Mr. Chapleau, Secretary of State, 
and tonight another is flung in his face.

EXPLAINING THE NEW SYSTEM. 


I. P. Boyle Addresses Democrats on the 
Latest Polling Pian. 

There was a meeting of the Second Ward 
Democratic League in Central Hall, Wabash 
avenue and Twenty-second street, last night. 
Lawrence P. Boyle, who drafted the reform 
ballot law which was passed by the last Legis- 
lature, was present and explained the method 
of voting under the Australian system. The 
explanation was full and lucid. The ticket 
peddler and his importunities are legislated 
out of existence and no one except election 
officers is permitted within 100 feet of the vot 
piaces unless he is there for the purpose o 
voting. Names of candidates may be placed 
upon the ballots ii two ways, by nomination 
of regular parties in convention or on petition 
of 2 per cent of the voters at the last general 
election in the township, ward, city, county, 
or district in which the candidate desires to 


run. 
The ballot and not methods of nomination 
was the subject to which Mr. Boyle gave most 
attention. Itis prepared and printed by the 
Board of Elections. Al! party tickets proper- 
ly headed are ‘printed at length and the names 
of the independent candidates given. cs gen 
site the heading of each ticket is pl u 
circle, and opposite the names of all the can- 
didates is placed a square, In the polling- 
places there will be hs sufficiently large 
to admit two persons, The voter receives 
from one of the election judges a ballot upon 
which the judge places his initials. The voter 
takes it into a booth and preceeds to prepare 
his ballot. If he desires to vote a straight 
ticket he places a cross in the circle opposite 
the heading of the ticket. If he desires to 
vote for candidates on other tickets 
he places the cross in the circle in- 
dicating. his own party ticket, but 
instead of scratching the name of his party 
candidate he places a cross in the square op- 
posite the name of the person for whom he 
wishes to vote. All names so indicated will 
be counted. If the voter is a free lance and 
does not wish his vote counted in any party 
column, he omits crossi any of the circles, 
but in such case must e the cross inside 
the squares opposite the name of each candi- 
date for whom he wishes to vote. In case a 
voter is unable to read and write, or otherwise 
incapacitated from making out his ticket 
he can, upon making proper affidavit before 
the judges, select some person within the pre- 
cinct to ansist him in preparing his bailot, 
The same man cannot assist more than three 
voters to pepers tickets. When the ballot is 
ready itis folded so asto expose the mark 
placed upon it by the judge and by the judge 
placea in the box. Absolute secrecy is ob- 
tained under the law, except in the cases in- 
dicated where assistance is permitted. 
Representative Daniel May followed Mr. 
Boyle. The Second Ward Democratic League 
will procure a booth, print tickets, and next 
week begin to educate its members in the 
practical working of the new ballot system.

THE PROPOSED NEW GERMAN LIQUOR 


LAW. 

The new liquor iaw proposed by the German 
Government is a radical measure as compared 
with existing legislation and makes several 
sweeping changes in the relations of the saloon 
to the public. Under its provisions no license 
will be granted except in cases where there is 
need. forasaloon, and this need must be 
shown, which is not always easy of demon- 
stration. Good moral character also is re- 
quired of the applicant and the saloon must 
keep away from the vicinity of schools and 
churches. The police regulations of the law 
are stringent and place the saloon under 
thorough surveillance. The saloonkeeper is 
made responsible for the good order of his 
place and will be punished for selling liquor 
to minors, to intoxivated persons, or to those 
who have been convicted of drunkenness 
within three years. The law also provides for 
placmg common drunkards under legal 
guardianship and, when necessary, confining 
them in asylums. Retailers, that is, those who 
sell below fifty litres, or fifty quarts in round 
numbers, will not be allowed to sell in quan- 
tities less than half a litre, or one pint. For 
violation of this law fines of from 30-to 60 
marks, or in our money $7.20 to $14.40, and 
imprisonment up to fourteen days are im- 
posed, and in cases where persons saving life, 
preventing fire, or attending to the health of 
others get drunk the heavy fine of 100 marks 


‘These are the principal provisions of the 
new law which the Reichsanzeiger, the gov- 
ernment organ, claims is justified by the in- 
creased consumption of liquor in Germany 
with the corresponiing iucrease in crime, im- 
morality, mortality, and added dangers to the 
public health. Though there are other more in- 
temperate nations in Europe than Germany 
yet the statistics of consumption show a con- 
siderable increase, if the Reichsanzeiger’s 
figures are correct. According to these there 
were consumed in 188@’90, 2,279,828 hectolitres 
(56,995,700 gallons) of pure alcohol or about 
a gallon and.a half of whisky for each man, 
woman, and child. Of wines about 6.44 litres 
(a little over six quarts) consumed annual- 
ly per head, and of beer, the national bever- 
age, the quantity annually consumed is equal 
to an average of 90 litres (2244 gallons) per 
capita—women and children included. 

The consumption of liquor of all kinds in 
Germany has.increased with the growing pros- 
perity of the nation, caused by the mvention 
of new labor-saving machines and the im- 
provement of old ones, by which both produc- 
tion and wages are increased. The laborers 
have lived better, but a considerable part of 
their increased wages has gone for intoxicat- 
ing drmk. The natural result 1s increased 
drunkenness. The active and progressive 
young Emperor has observed this and risen 
to the emergency ina sensible manner. He 
sees that the liquor habit or appetite in man 
is not to be eradicated by law, but may be 
regulated. Theevil of drinking in Germany 
has advanced steadily since the unification. 
It was once a nation of very moderate drink- 
ers; but statistics begin to show it is becom- 
ing a nation of immoderate drinkers with its 
growing wealth and prosperity, like some of 
its neighbors. The young Emperor has rec- 
ognized that drinking cannot be stopped alto- 
gether by law, but that it may be regulated 
and restricted and the evils minimized by the 
adoption and enforcement of judicious meas- 
ures supported by the public sentiment of the 
majority. He recognizes the fact against 
which our “drys” persistently close their 
eyes, that law which is not supported by local 
public sentiment is not enforced. 

It will be interesting to watch the progress 
and effects of the proposed law should it be 
enacted, bec ause of the peculiar condition of 
the governing power of Germafy, half free 
and half autocratic. The art of government- 
al administration is more perfect than with 
us. The laws are better enforced than they 
are here. We are weak on the administrative 
side and Germany is strong. When a law is 
made by the majority in that country it is en- 
forced. Hence there can be no question as to 
the enforcement of the new liquor law, if it 
shall be passed, to the very letter. From this 
point of view therefore we may get some val- 
uable results as to the practicability and ad- 
vantages of temperance legislation when 
thoroughly and efficiently enforced.

He 
said he hoped to live to see the day when his 
hearers can “inaugurate for President a man 
who is a toiler, a man who helped to produce 
wealth,” ignoring the fact that the people of 
the United States have elected to the highest 
office in their gift Lincoln, a rail-splitter; 
Johnson, the tailor; Grant, a wood-chopper; 
and Garfield, boatman on the canal. He pro- 
fessed to be in favor of free silver, though 
despising it, as only a short step towards the

There is not in any part of this “ Sockless ” 


‘worker. Hehas no plan for extending the 
markets in which the products of those work- 
ers would find a better demand, nor any other 
suggestion the following of which would render 
the struggle for existence easier or more pleas- 
ant. On the contrary, his tirade against capital 
was a direct attack’ upon the means afforded 
to the worker to obtain employment at fémnu- 

nerative wages. He seemed to intimate a 
conviction that capital isnot needed in re- 
production, while admitting that “ brains 
and intellect”? have invented machirery to 
make almost any labor easy, though conceal- 
ing the fact that it also makes that labor vast- 
ly more productive than of old, and that the 
condition of the worker has thereby been 
vastly improved during this century. His 
gabble about labor producing values is the 
veriest kind of rot, if understood to mean 
without the aid of capital. He seems to have 
no conception of the fact that crude material 
must be provided for labor to operate on and 
tools and machinery furnished to make that 
labor productive. He appears to be oblivious 
to the important and necessary part which 
capital plays in purchasing and transporting 
that material to the mill and factory, in pro- 
viding warehouses to hold the products, jand 
then seeking out markets in all States and 
countries for their sale. 

Simpson utterly ignores the fact that labor 
would starve while waiting for a chance to ex- 
ert itself in reproduction, and starve while“tts 
product was waiting for a market at remuner- 
ative prices, were it not tided over by the cap- 
ital which the ranting Jerry affects to deapise 
as unnecessary. He cannot comprehend that 
the finding of eonsumers, scattered over many 
different States and nations, and the munister- 
ing to their wants in such a way as to keep the 
supply about equal to the demand, is a deli- 
cate operation which mere manual labor does 
not compass, and which is yet indispensable 
to its existence as well as to its employment. 

Simpson’s whole talk was a mere mesa of 
rotten chaff, destitute of asingle grain of 
sense, and utterly worthless, He is simply a 
demagogue chariatan who goes about the 
country toiling with his mouth, trying to de- 
lude workingmen with befogging utterances, 
asking them to dig from under their own feet 
the ground on which they stand as citizens of 
a great eountry the prosperity of which is 
without an equalin the world. His gabble is 
especially valueless as addressed to the work- 
ing men and women of Chicago, who operate 
on lines of which he has but the dimmest kind 
of comprehension, and whose interests are 
most distinctly bound up in the fact of realiz- 
ing full count honest dollars in payment for 
their toil. 


THE DUTY OF THE GOVERNMENT TO THE 
WORLD'S FAIR. 

The Directors of the World’s Fair have re- 
solved to ask Congress for a loan of $5,000,000 
secured by a pledge of the receipts from all 
sources. The National Commussion has 


number of papers sneer at or attack the prop- 
osition. Most of them, disregarding the pledge 
of repayment, assume that it is the intention 
of this city to gouge the government out of 
its loan, forgetful that the moral code of Chi- 
cagoans is higher than that. 

Other papers assert that Chicago promised 
to meet all the expenses of the Fair, no matter 
how great they might be. Others advise in- 
sidiously that the expenses of the Fair be cut 
down—that it be given on a smaller scale, so 
that they may have the exquisite pleasure two 
years hence of speaking of it as a failure. 

Whether printedin New York, Rochester, 
Buffalo, Utica, Boston, Springfield, Mass., or 
St. Louis, these papers are animated by one 
common feeling—irritation that their city, or 
the one to which theirs is tributary, was not 
selected by Congress as the one where the 
World’s Fair was to be held. The bitter dis- 
appointment of last year rankles still, and 
they are ready to sacrifice a National Fair to 
their envious hate. 

Were it not for this spirit of malignant en- 
mity not one word would be said in opposi- 
tion to the proposed loan. The City of Phila- 
delphia determined to celebrate a local event, 
though one of great historical significance. It 
was permitted to borrow a million and a half 
from the General Government to help it along. 
The far more local and much less important 
New Orleans Exposition got about as much 
money from the United States Government 
and did not return a cent. The World’s Fair 
of 1898 is to commemorate the four hun- 
dredth anniversary of the discovery of the 
Western Hemisphere. No event of equal im- 
portance is recorded in the world’s annals. 

Unhke other expomtions in this country, 
that of 1893 was instituted and will be con- 
trolled by the United States. The national 
law passed last year is entitled “An 
‘act to provide for celebrating the ‘four hun- 
“dredth anniversary of the discovery of 
“America by Christopher Columbus by hold- 
‘ing an intertiational exhibition of arts, in- 
‘““dustries, manufactures, and the produce of 
“the soil, mine, and sea in the Vity of Chica- 

““ go, in the State of Illinois.” 


be such an exposition in this Republic, but it 
determined where it should be held. The ac. 
tion taken was the joint action of the House, 
the Senate, and the President. It represents, 
therefore, the wishes and the determination of 
the people of the United States, officially ex- 
pressed. And in addition to doing these 
things Congress placed the National Exhibi- 
tion it had created in the charge of a National’ 
Commussion, whose members are selected 
partly by the President and partly by the 
Governors of the States. It has thus imprint- 
ed on the Fair an ineffaceable national stamp, 
irrespective of Chicago, 

It was provided also that after the city 
which Congress had selected had satisfied the 
President that it had made provision for rais- 
ing not less than ten million dollars, he should 
issue an invitation to foreign nations to par- 
ticipate in this National Exposition. That 
suin was all this city was required to raise. 
All allegations to the contrary are falsehoods. 
Chicago has raised the money, and more, too. 
Through the aid of a constitutional amend- 
ment the city has subscribed five millions in 
its corporate capacity. Private citizens have 
subscribed more than five millions. The city 
was called on for ten millions; it will furnish 
| about twelve, It has performed its part of the 
contract, and mote, too.

The government ought to do what Chicago 
has done—put in five millions and take ite pro- 
portionate share of the net receipts. But it 
will not be asked to do that. But not one 
voice should be raised against this proposition 
that five millions be loaned to the Fair on se- 
curity which cautious men must consider am- 
ple. It isso just and reasonable that it is 
impossible to believe that the curs of high and 
low degree which are now barking at it will 
venture to resume their yelping chorus after 
Congress meets, The time must come when 
they will learn that the Fair is a national and 
not a local enterprise, and that should it be a 
failure it would be the nation that would have 
to bear the burden of humiliation and not this 
city, especially if the failure were due to a re- 
fusal on the part of the National Government 
to do the little that is asked. 

By December .it will be understood gen- 
erally that the Fair Directors must have eight- 
een millions of working capital; that if they 
do not the Exposition will be crippled; and 
that in order that they may have what they 
need Congress must loan them five millions 
on the security of the gate money. When 
people perceive those facts they will look on 
any individual found opposing a government 
loan as a person who is ready to satisfy his 
private spites at the cost of national disgrace. 
It is doubtful whether even a New York paper 
will be ready to figure in that disreputable 
part. 

WORLD'S FAIR SUNDAY-CLOSING A PRE- 
MATURE QUESTION. 

The delegates of the American Sabbath 
Union, headed by Col. Shepard, Prof. Patton, 
and Gen. Howard, at their recent visit to this 
city, commenced at the wrong end of their 
business in presenting the question of closing 
the World’s Fair on Sundays to the National 
Commission, That body referred them to the 
.ocal Directors, and properly, because it. is 
only the latter who can take the initiative in 
Fair matters, subject to revision by the com- 
mission. But the present Board of Directors 
itself has nothmg to do with the question of 
opening or closing the Fair on Sundays, be- 
cause it will not be in office when the Fair 
opens. Its term of office wili expire next 
April, consequently anything it might do in 
the way of action for the fature would be sub- 
ject to revision and repeal by the board which 
will be elected in April, 1892, to serve one 
year, and what that board might do will also 
be subject to revision by the board which will 
be elected in 1898, and which will have prac- 
tically the supervision of the operation of the 
Fair, as it will hold office durmg the Fair 
period. 

The question raised by the delegates of the 
‘“* American Sunday Union,” therefore, is pre- 
mature, and it is impossible that any binding 
decision can be made at present. The time 
for them to make their application to prevent 
people from visiting the Fair on Sunday is in 
1898 and to the board which then shall be 
elected. 

To narrow the business down to a practical 
basis, the sabbatarians should make their 
fight against Sunday visitors to the Fair not 
with the Board of (Directors; but with the 
stockholders who will elect the board. This 
is all the more important because the stock- 
holders may not give specific directions to the 
board as to what it shall or shall not do. It 
would be better, therefore, for Col. Shepard 
and Dr. Patton to put their case before the 
stockholders and bring influence to bear to get 
them to elect a board in April, 1898, pledged 
specifically to closing the Fair on Sunday. 

It is better, therafore,;*that the Colonel and 
his frends should take a little more time and 
not press this business to an issue, because 
they have not done the necessary preliminary 
work. They claim that there are 50,000,000 
people in this country opposed to Sunday 
opening and that their petitions are signed by 
500,000, which is only 1 per cent of the whole 
number, Their argument would have more 
weight if their petitions were signed by more 
than 1 percent. If they were signed, for in- 
stance, by half of 50,000,000 it would be unan- 
swerable in a country where majorities rule. 

The vote of the women managers is sug- 
gestive. Thirty-six of them voted to close on 
the first day of the week and twenty-six to 
open. When it is considered that religious 
feeling is much stronger among women than 
men such a division as this does not indicate 
any unanimity of sentiment among the men 
in favor of Col. Shepard’s demand. It shows, 
on the other hand, that the numberof those 
who because they do not want or care to go 
themselves on Sunday would have others 
forced to stay away who do want to go is 
much ¢maller than Col. Shepard and Prof. 
Patton imagine. In any event they have be- 
gun prematurely and presented their demand 
to a Board of Directors who have no power to 
bind their successors, who will be elected next 
spring, and the latter cannot dictate to the 
board which will be elected in April, 1893. 


SUNDAY IN THE PARKS IN CLEVELAND. 

It is the custom of a number of the people 
of Cleveland to spend a part of their Sundays 
during the summer months in the little parks 
and groves in the outskirts of that city. They 
take their dinners and suppers there, they 
listen to music, and sometimes dance to if, 
There are a great many Clevelandegs who do 
not care to visit the parks Sundays themselves, 
but have no objections to others doing so if 
they feel like it. It is just the same way in 
this city. There are tens of thousands who 
seek and find pleasure in the North, South, 
and West Side parks Sunday. There are 
others who prefer to stay at home, but have 
no desire to compel others to follow their ex- 
ample, 

There are also in Cleveland certain persons 
who do not go to the parks and woods them- 


selves Sunday and insist that nobody else, 


shall be allowed to go there! They do not 
like to hear music except in a church, so they 
say no one must be permitted to hear it out- 
doors in a park. ‘They prefer to stay home 
ali Sunday when not at. church, which is their 
right to do; and they demand that all others 
shall stay at home also, regardless of their de- 
sire to visit the parks. This strikes the 
people who like to visit the parks as rath- 
er unfair, if not intermeddling and super- 
cilious. They say to those clergymen 
who are stirring up this fuss: “ Wedo not in- 
sist that you shall go to the parks Sundays 
because we do. We think you miss a good 
deal of innocent pleasure by not doing so, but 
that is’ your affair, not ours. You prefer 
to stay away, and we respect your feelings, 
Why eannot you deal with us in the same way 
and be as regardful of our feelings and rights 
as we are of yours? If we were to force you 
to go to the parks Sunday it would make 
you unhappy and would not add to our pleas. 
ure. If you compel us to keep away from the 
parks it will make us unbappy, and we do not 


see how anything which has rol sage :

State Department of the action of the Danish 
Government in removing the restrictions on 
American pork. The department has infor- 
mation from Minister Clark E. Carr that 
pork, duly ins and bearing the certifi- 
cate of the tary of Agrulture, will 
henceforth be admitted. At tne same time 
pork not so certified will not be udmitted at 
all.. This requirement will or cause 
the packers, who have been rather indifferent 
to the government inspector, to change their 
minds. There used to be a good trade with 
Denmark, but a prohibitory decree in 1888 
shut out nearly all pork products. The market 
for lard was nearly destroyed. Minister Carr 
has been workmg for some time to se- 
cure the removal of the prohibitory measure, 
and his success is gratifying.

The Pian for Sending a Commission Abroad 
te Look After. the: Interests of the 
Wemen— The National Commission 


—A& Secret Session in the Afternoon at 
Which Many Matters Are Considered. 


The Board of Lady Managers of the Colum- 
bian Expositian got through with considera- 
ble work at the morning session and in the 
afternoon met with closed doors, 

One of the most welcome and satisfactory 
matters before the body was the report of 
Mrs. Gould of [llimois, who had been sent to 
Director-General Davis to learn what chance 
there was for the lady managers to send Cem. 
missioners abroad to beom the Women’s De- 
partment. The Director-Genera] said there 
was $20,000 available for such purposes in the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
who no doubt would consent to so apply it on 
the recommendations of the lady managers 
and the Director-General. So far as he was 
concerned, Col. Davis said, he would cheer- 
fully make such a recommendation. 

The board also appointed a commuttee to 
take charge of the arrangements for the 
Woman’s Building, another committee to pre- 
pare a prospectus of the werk contemplated 
by the lady managers for citculahou in this 
country and abroad, and a committee to de- 
sign an appropriate badge for the lady mana- 
gera, and it took up and acted on several sug- 
gestions contained in Mrs. Palmer’s report.

lantations and were retufning home. The 

ahiti had no difficulty m picking up 
other natives to carry. on the return 
voyage. They were told they were to work in 
Mexico, and seemed very willing to go, for 
the last had been a dry season, and the 
nearly starving. The savages enjoy

is they got into occasional fights, veral 
of the women quarreled, drew knives, and 
slashed each other before the Captain could

there while land was in sight.”’ 

The Captain and Dr. Gibson camé to this 
city on the fishing steamer U.S. Grant. The 
Captain made arrangements to water and 
food sufficient to last them until he made his 
detination, San Benito, Mexico, and. went 
back to his brig yesterday with new  fodresail, 
mainsail, and topsails. e will deliver the 
islanders to the Mexican planters, who will 
put them at work in the coffee fields, 

The Tahiti sailed tonight fer San Benito. 
The old crew left the vessel, but another crew 
was engaged here, Customs ‘ i 
doubt as to what course. they ld 
the matter. The Revised 
ted States provide for the seizure and forfeit- 
ure of any vessel found within - the jurisdic 
tional limits of the United States having or 
board any person of color with intent to 
same within the United States or elaewhere as 
a slave or to be held for service 
or labor. Collector Phelps says, however, that 
the vessel had been driven the coast by 
stress of weather, and that its officers had not 
intended to enter American waters. He had 
no revenue cutter within reach to send up_ to 
examine the brig’s cargo nor had he authority 
to engage another craft for tha&t’service. Capt. 
Ferguson, who is part owner of the craft, says 
he is acting as the authorized agent of the 
Mexican Government to assist immigration 
to that country, and that-the terms of his con- 
tract, which were explained to all natives _ be- 
fore signing, provide they shall: work

‘In the case of the Tahiti this 
was done by A. Rick, Consular Agent of the 
United States at the Gilbert Islands.

CHANGES IN MEXICAN IMPORT DUTIES. 


Agricultural Implements, Ceal, Lumber, 
and Iron Still on the Free List, 

Crry or Mzxtico, Sept. 8.—The new Mexi- 
can tariff has been published in the Diarie 
Oficial. The number of classes of merchan- 
dise have been increased from 650 to over 900 
with a corresponding gain in convenience, 
The free list retains coal, coke, wood-pulp, 
lumber, railway, telegraph, telephone, and 
electric-hght supplies, barbed wire, iron pipe, 
sheet iron, Portland cement, explosives for 
mines, power machinery, boilers and engines, 
wheels, cables, ores, cordage, agricultural im- 
plements, and a number of other articles, 

The precious stones, reg + free, are 
taxed from. $8 to $5 per carat. Sulphuric and 
muriatic acids, formerly free, will be three 
cents a kilogramme, This is the metric 
weight and is equivalent to two and one-fifth 
pounds. There are no ad valorem duties, and 
unless otherwise specified the following duties 
are so much per kilogrammie: Liquors, wiue, 
and beer in glass are unchanged; liquors m 
wood are reduced from 4 cents to 30 
cents, .wine from 12 cents to 10 cenis 
and beer to eight cents, Many drugs and 
chemicals have been red , Phosphorus 
from 75 cents to 50 cents, while matches are 
increased from $1.25 to $1.50. Common paper 
for certain purposes is reduced fron 10 to & 
cents, brown wrapping paper from 8to5 cent: 
envelopes from 45 to 26 cents, Bristol bo 
to 25 cents, and pasteboard to 15 cénts; play- 
ing-cards are increased to $1.60.

ROB THE RIVER OF ITS TERRORS 


A Company Which Claims It Can Deodor- 
ize the Stream. 

Dr. W. F. Snyder, J. W. Tuttle, Joseph 
Lawerbach, Joseph Fish, and W. H. Daniels, 
officers of the'National Antiseptic company,in- 
tend to make tothevcity a proposition to cleanse 
and purify the Chicago River. This Augean task 
will be performed by the Daniels process of 
forcing through the waters an antiseptic gas 
formed by the combustion of asecret com- 
pound. It is claimed for the gas thus gener- 
ated that it will i § iki all germ 
life in stagnant or running -waters 
and precipitate all floating foreign 
substances. A fortnight ago the company 
conceived the idea of making a practical test 
at Thirty-fifth street. A small iron bumboat 
was constructed and launched in asilip. Fires 
were lighted in the retorts on the boat Thurs- 
day. and forty-eight hours after the water was 
purified and the usual stench had almost dis- 
appeared. Today members of the Health 
Department will be invited to view the proc- 
ess, and in case they think favorably of it a 

ractical test will be made on the Chicago 
ver. 


MORE ROOM FOR THE RECORDER. 


Plan to Utilize the ‘ lark Street Eatrance to 
the County Building. 

The Committee on Buildings of the County 
Board had a meeting yesterday in reference 
to the matter of converting the hallway of the 
Clark street entranve to the County Building 
into a room to be occupied by the Recorder 
for vault purposes.

on public business or for information. If any 
city employé fail in this it becomes my duty, and 
one I shall energetically and even cheerfully per- 
form, to peomrey discharge the person so offend- 
me. regardless ¢ his position, merit, or qualifica- 

on. 

Distganecttul, abusive, or profane | age 
towards the public by any city employé while on 
duty will be cause for im ate dismissal, and 
in no event or under consideration will an 
employé dismi on such ground be reinstated. 

City employés shall and must when spoken to 
on public business give respectful, polite, and 
courteous/ answer te each and every applicant 
without rimination or regard tothe social 
rank, nationality, political or religions views of 
the applicant, jf 

Every violation of this order will be punished by 
immediate dismissal. 

“There have been frequent complaints of 
discourteous treatment from city employés,”’ 
said the Mayor, “and, though none of them 
serious, I deemed it best to issue this order. 
Any complaints of the kind hereafter will be

ters—Other Ralliway News. 

Chairman Midgley made official announce- 
ment yesterday that the application of the In- 
diana, Iilinvis and Iowa railroad for admis- 
sion into the Western Freight Association has 
been rejected, three of the roads having 
voted in the negative. The roads voting 
against the admission of the “ Three I’s,”’ it 
is understood, are the Chicagd, Milwaukee 


and St. Paul, the Chicago, Rock Island- and 


Pacific, and the Onicago, St. Paul and Kansas 
City. 

The so-called “Three I's” road, by virtue 
of its position forming a connecting link be- 
tween the Western and Eastern roads, running 
straight across Illinois from lowa to Indiana, 
has been in a position ever since its eomple- 
tion to give the Western Freight and Central 
Traffic Associations considerable trouble so 
far as the maintenance of rates is concerned. 
Not being a member of either association 
it is not governed 
regulations of those associations and isin a 
‘posiion by manipulating its own freight 
Cc to secure lower through rates over its 
line than could be made via other routes. 
Two or three of the association lines which 
connect with the “Three I’s”’ and do much 
business over that road have been accused of 
manipulating through and it occurred 
to them that if the ‘** Three I’s”’ could be in- 
duced to Cg the Western Freight Association 

escape such accusations. They 
succeeded in indu tne Indiana, Illinois 
and Iowa to make application for membership 
in the association, and felt yom sanguine that 
the other association would receive the new 
applicant with open arms, They were wrong 
in their calculations, huwever, as is shown by 
the announcement just made by Chairman 
Midgley. Those association roads not having 
direct connection with the *Three I’s” and 
therefore. not in @ position to take 
advantage of the “superior facilities ” afford- 
ed by that line, thouglit they could discern 
a colored individual in the Burlington’s and 
Santa Fé’s woodpile, It occurred to them that 
under the rules of the association those roads 
are obliged to reportall divisions of rates with 
their outside connections to the Chairman of 
the aseociation, while divisions of rates with 
roads in the association need not be divuiged. 
For this reason they conceived the idea that 
the Burlington’s and Santa F'é’s anxiety to get 
the “Three I’s” in the association was due to 
their desire to avoid publishing their divisions 
with that road and thereby gain an additional 
advantage. Consequently they concluded they 
had nothing to gain by the ‘“‘Lhree I’s”’ ad- 
mission into the association and rejected its 
application for membership. 


CARRIAGEMAKERS PROTEST. 


They Demand a Reduction in Kates on 
Vehicles. . 

A committee representing the carriagemak- 
ers of Cincirnati came here yesterday to con- 
fer with the officers of the Central Traffic As- 
sociation regarding a recent advance made in 
the rates on vehicles from that city to points 
in the East. Uptoa few months ago car- 
riages, buggies, etc., were classified one 
and one-half, or rather first-class and 
a half. The rates were then advanced 
to double first-class on the ground that 
the articles were so light and bulky 
that the railroads could make no money at 
the old rate. This increase of 33}4¢ per cent 
in the rate aroused the ire of the Cincinnati 
carriagemmakers, and suit was brought against 
the A day or two ago the injunction 
was dissolved by the Cincinnati court, and the 
carriagemakers decided to abandon the case 
and try their luck with the railroads and see if 
they could not be induced to make a lower 


rate. 

The conference was held yesterday after- 
noon at the Wellington, with President Bur- 
roughs of the National Vehicle Manufacturers’ 
Association in the chair. C,. E. Gill of the 
official classification committee represented 
the railroads. The facts were laid before him 
by the members of the committee, who as- 
sured him the new rates were prohibitive and 
did great damage to their business.

THEY TACKLED THE WRONG MAN. 


Sad Experience of Australian Toughs Who 
Tried te “ Do” John L. Sullivan. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 6.—[New York 
World. |—News of John L, Sullivan and his 
party from far away kangaroo-land has just 
arrived by the steamer Mariposa. No recep- 
tion was given John the great on his arrival 
at Sydney. The steamer arrived in port 
about 9 o’clock in the evening, and Duncan 
Harrison and a few friends put off in a small 
boat to meet America’s champion pugilist. 
As soon as the party was housed in the hotel 
John L. started 1n to see the sighta of Sydney. 
Even the sports of the town did not rush out- 
doors to grasp the dreaded right with the feel- 
ing that they were doing themselves proud. 
They simply gazed at the big fellow as an ob- 
ject of curiosity, such as they had when ayer 
viewed the freaks of Carver's Wild West 
Show. 

John’s spree after leaving the ship did not 
last long nor did hedo any serious damage; 
perhaps because he felt that he was in a new 
country and partly because he was closely 
watched by his managers. He has not tasted 
much liquor since he left Honolulu, Capt. 
Haywood having shut off his supply. The 
Captain stated this morning, however, that 
the stories told of Sullivan’s voyage were con- 
siderably exaggerated. 

Sullivan h been éxtensively billed in 
Sydney and throughout the Colonies, and 
quite a long engagement had been signed for 
him at Her Majesty’s Theater. The engage- 
ment of Bernhardt was brought to an abrupt 
termination by the arrmvalof the “ Honest 
Hearts illi Hands” company. 
Wednesday night after the steamer arrived at 
Sydney Bern t was seen for the last 
time. Then on the following night that awful 
play of home production followed. The 
change was too sudden: the effect was para- 
lyzing. Even with all the desire to see the 
great pugilist-actor the ple did not allow 
their enthusiasm to de)ve into their pockets, 
and the theater was only partly fillbd. The 
show was guyed and the Larrikins laughed at 
the wrong time. The play was a most doleful 
failure. 

On the next night the receipts wers less, and 
they —— faded away for a-week, when it 
was decided to close up the house and cancel 
the engagement. 

The combination was billed to play in Mel- 
bourne when the Mariposa sailed from,Syd- 
nay, but they had not yet started for that 
place. It is a matter of conjecture as to the 
company’s reception there. What Sydney 
condemns Melbourne usually upholds, and 
vice versa. The opinion expressed by those 
who came over on the steamer was that the 
Sullivan show would prove an exception to 
this rule and that failure would follow in its 
footsteps. 

During the short engagement Sullivan, after 
the show one night, was standing at the bar of 
the saloon adjoining the theater. He was 
drinking and talking with Joe Harris, the Lone 
Fisherman of Rice’s “‘ Evangeline ’’ company, 
and a newspaper man named Townsend. Five 
roughs entered the barroom and froma dis- 
tant corner proceeded to size up the man of 
many battles. Glances and whispers were ex- 
changed and the gang sauntered towards the 
Sullivan party.

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The International Terra-Cotta Lumber com- 
pany, a Chicago corporation with a fully sub- 
scribed capital stock of $1,200,000, is tempora- 
rily embarrassed and Judge Gresham was 
yesterday asked to appoint a receiver. It is 
charged in the bill filed in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday that the failure is due to 
the neglect of tne present manager, Edward 
Roberts of Boston, to properly attend to the 
business of the company. 

The assets are estimated at from $126,000 to 
$175,000 and the liabilities are placed at 
$50,000, Judge Gresham declined to appoint 
a receiver until proper notice was served on 
Roberts. 

The applicant for a receiver is Charles C. 
Gilman of Hardin County. Ia., who was the 
original owner of a majority of the stock of 
the concern. Mr. Gilman says the company 
was organized three years ago with a view to 
purchasing patents on fireprodfing material 
and terra cotta lumber. i 

Mr. Gilman says he was the patentee for the 
terra cotta lumber and when tii’ company was 
organized he was made President and active 
manager, and he subseribed for or controlled 
6,001 shares of stock. He spent large sums in 
exhibiting the merits of his patents and selling 
territorial rights in the various States. 

By his efforts, he says, he established terra- 
cotta lumber industries in England, Australia, 
Toronto, and Montreal, Canada, Pittsburg, 
Hackensack, N. ¥%, Cincinnati, Boston, and 
various other places, where parties purchased 
the rights to manufacture the terra-cotta lum- 
ber, which is used in fireproof construction. 
Dec. 1, 1890, he had turned into the company’s 
treasury on royalties obtained and territory 
sold $35,000 or $40,000. The expenses of intro- 
ducing the terra-cotta lumber system were, 
en very heavy, amounting to over $60,- 


Roberts Gets Control,
